NOT THE LAW OF THE CASE, 


The above letter was read and discussed 
by several of the best authorities 
upon such matters in our city yes- 
terday, and the general opinion ex- 
pressed was that ‘‘S.”’ had misinterpreted the 
act authorizing the bonds, and had not 
only misunderstood, but misquoted, the 
law with reference to ‘bills of credit,” as in- 
terpreted and expounded by the United 
States supreme court in the cases cited. 
The constitution and the decisions of the 
United States supreme court were referred 
to and carefully reviewed and jas will appear 
in this article, it will be plain to any sensi- 
ble man that the Garrard bonds do not 
come within the constitutional inhibition 
and are not affected by any deliverance yet 
made by the courts. 


THE OBJECT OF THE ATTACK. 

There is pronaniy no sinister purpose in 
what has been written concerning the 
possible unconstitutionality of the bonds. 
No reason that appears good can be imagined 
why any one should desire to block the 
state in this process of redeeming outstand- 
ing bonds with others. It might suit some 
of ‘the speculators in state bonds in -New 
York to have suspicion — cast upon 
this issue of bonds, but as it 
is not probable that very mamy of these 


p(iarrard bonds will seek takers in New York, 


the inducement to stain them in that mar- 
ket is not great, The greater probability is 
that the writers are really noekine to ascer- 
tain the real status of the bonds; to know 
whether they are bonds, or subject to be 
classed as currency. The publications thus 
far made, however, are liable to mislead 
the people of the state, and a statement of 
the facts is needed to relieve all from any 
doubt as to the legality of the bonds, 
“BILLS OF CREDIT,” 

It is well known that the constitution of 
the United States expressly inhibits any 
state from coining money or emitting bills 
of credit. provision — of the 
constitution been passed. upon 
by the United Siites supreme court im two 
leading cases, viz: Craig vs. State of Mis- 
souri, 4 Peters, 410; Briscoe vs. Bank of the 
Commonwealth (Ky.), 11 Peters, 331. In

| the first case the state of Missouri establish- 


ed loan offices and emitted certificates of . 
indebtedness, ranging in denomination 
from fifty cents to ten dollars, receivable 
for taxes, in payment of salaries, efe., -com- 
passing all the uses of money. These the 
supreme court decided were “bills of credit” 
within the constitutional definition. and 
the state could not issue them. In the 
secoud case the state of Kentucky estab 
lished the Bank of the Commonwealth, 
upon state funds,elected a board of directors 
and empowered them to conduct the insti- 
stution as a regular bank. This the su- 
preme court decided the state had a right 
todo and the bills of the bank were not 
within the inhibition of the constitution. 
The court defines a bill of eredit to be 
any evidence of the indebtedness of a state, 
issued by the state, for which the faith of — 
the state is pledged, ind designed to cirez 
late as money. It also says that the word 
“emit” is not used with reference to ap evi- 
dence of the state’s indebtedness for services 
performed, or money borrowed for present - 
use and to be paid at a future time. ; 
NOT THE LAW. 

The correspondent of the Evening moat 
quotes Chief Justice Marshall in the Mls- 
souri case, by garbling his deliverance upon 
the question of what constitutes a “bill of 
credit.” The qlecision gives. no definition 
which could in any manner sinelude 
a bond, so designated, so treated, and 
so accepted. The correspondent 
further quotes Judge Story, ‘in the 
Kentucky case, but omits to state that in 
the decision of that question a majority of 
the court held against the views presented 
by Judge Story, and that he embodied them 
in a dissenting opinion. Then, to quote 
Judge Story, is to quote what the court re- 
fused to make its decision. Judge Story 
embodies the substance of his dissenting 
opinion in his work on coystitutional limi- 
tations, but as an authority upon such 
questions he cannot override the deliver- 
ances of the supreme court, however much 
he may differ from their conclumons. 


ARE THEY BONDS OR MONEY? 


The Garrard bonds cannot be affected by 
the constitutional inhibition, as expounded 
by the supreme court in the above men- 
tioned cases. 

These bonds are authorized by the legisla- 
ture under the designation of four percent. 
bonds, for the express purpose of redeeming 
bonds bearing a higher rate of interest and 
about to fall due, It isascheme for refund- 
ing a portion of the state indebtedness at a 
lower rate of interest, and all this is fully 
expressed upon the face and backs of the 
bonds. In this regard they stand upon ex- 
actly the same footing with reference to the 
state as do the new issues of bonds at a like 
rate now being issued by Secretary Sherman 
for refunding a portion of the federal debt. 
They are issued to supplant bonds held as 
investments, and when sold and held they --“ 
will be investments all the same. They 
bear coupons to represent the annual install- 
ments of interest, as do all other classes of 
Georgia bonds. 

WHY CONSIDERED MONEY, . 

The only reasqp for claiming that they 
will be in the nature of money is found in. 
the fact that the bonds will be the size of 
the greenback issues and will be in conve- 
nient denominations... To this extent they 
will have the “similitude’’ of money, and 
no farther. They are not receivable for 
taxes; neither for salaries, nor are they 
treated as legal tenders in payment of debts 
due between individuals, or to the state; 
they are not exempt from taxation; they 
bear interest and have a time fixed for their 
redemption, and in all respects conform to 
the character of \onds, which they are. 

It ix true that their form is exceedingly 
convenient, and that their denomi- 
nations, viz: 5, $10, $20, $50 and 
$100. render them easy of transfer 
by delivery from hand to hand. Parties 
will doubtless be found who will readily 
receive them in lieu of the regular curren- 
ev of the country. but it is not unlawful to 
do that any more than it is unlawful tw re- 
ceive a $1,000 bond of any previous issue in 
like manner.

The low prices that have lately been cur- 
rent hag ton have attracted a good deal 
of attention on the part of merchants, both 
in this country and abroad, and a large ad- 
vance on present values is confidently pre- 
dicted. Let us examine into the causes 
that have led to the unusual depression in 
the price of cotton and its fabrics, and en- 
deavor to ascertain whether a higher range 
of values will be likely to prevail in the 
future, so that the planter can make a 
profit on his crop, which evidently is not 
the case at present. 

After many years of high-priced cotton, 
say from 1861 to 1865, in which period a 
great cotton famine was created by reason 
of our war, forcing prices from 13c. to $1.95 
in New York, stopping nearly all the mills 
in the world and creating likewise a scarc- 
ity of cotton goods, we find prices from the 
close of the war, in May, 1865, gradually de- 
elining until December, 1867, when they 
dropped to 1544c. currency, with gold at 156 
to 140 at New York.

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OUR COLDEST DAY. 


The Thermometer Touches Its Lowest 
Point. 

Yesterday was the coldest day of our 

winter so far. Some old inhabitants said it 

was the coldest day they ever sawin Atlan- 


ta. The ground was frozen hard all day 
and the sun had little or no effect on_ it. 
At9 a.m. the thermometer stood at 11° 
It fell very little during the day, and at 
night went up to the same temperatuce. 
Such afreezing wind has seldom, if ever, 
been felt in Atlanta before. Ice lay on the 
streets all day long. Engines came.in on 
the Air-Line road and from the Western

A great many new 
spindles were put in operation in 1871, 1872 
and 1873, as the cottun manufacturing busi- 
‘ness had been very profitable; the quantity 
of cotton fabrics began to accumulate in first 
hands and prices gradually gave way. The 
financial crisis of 1873 and the industrial 
crisis prevailing throughout the world since 
have gradually reduced the value of cotton 
fabrics to the lowest point ever reached. 

The overproduction of cotton goods has 
now reached a point that any advance in 
value can hardly be possible, especially as 
the consumers of such fabrics, i.-e., the far- 
mer, the planter, the miner and the laborer, 
are all getting less for the product of their 
labor.
